" Bri(!rij% liT the lower left-hand cornar 
theWlrst paee of the TlmeaTNewa the other 
day, n United Prcas dlipatch rtported that 
Ccrmany is scrlousiy considering demoUtlon 
oI the. Eiffel tower' in Paris because ot the 
urgent need ot metal In the manufacture 
of munltlonff; 

Almost as caauflUy, the dispatch , pointed 
out that the Germans already are dlaman- 
lllng the steel tower at Lyons and the sus- 
pension bridge at Marseille. 

What a shame, the thought moy have, 
(leeted through our minds, when we read of 
this possibility. But Imagine, If you can, how 
the poopli of Pronce must feci when their 
country, already over-run by the nazis, la so 
plUoKcd by Hitler In his mercUeae dlsrag""! 
for all that represents freedom and democ- 
racy. 

To the French, the ElffeLlowor has been 
a monument and a symbol. School children 
throughout the world have read of lU Im- 
mensity. Ever since 188& w,hen plani (or the 
French exposition callid for a monstrouc 
Iron tower, to be ral_sed on the Ohampa'tla- 
Mars. 1,000 -feet high. It has been a notable 
structure in Paris. . ' . 

■Qustave Eiffel, the pnilnent French fin- 
. gineer and designer constructed tJt of Iron 
lattice-Wflrk, with three eleva'tbra.glvlnr ac- 
cess to the summit. That he was a momber 
of the Legion of Honor and had received deco- 
rations from Russia, Austria. Portugal and 
Spain made the tower something ot a tra- 
dition In which liS" countrymen naturally 
took-Rreat pride. " 

The uses of Eiffel's stupendous undertaking 
have been many. The tower's Importance 
from. a meteorological point of view cannot 
be overestimated. It has enabled meteorolo- 
gists to study the decrease ot temperaturd at 
different heights, to .observe the variations 
of winds, apd to find out tho quantlty of rain 
that falls at different elovfttlona, and the 
density of the clouds. Prior to^the downfall 
of Frimcc, It was used as a wireless station 
.as a means of expression for a'country still 
free. 

But If Hitler has hls,.way, down will go -nil 
this tradition, and with It will fall more of 
the pride that once lived In France — fur- 
ther evidence of ruthless, ' militaristic de- 
struction. ■ - ■ I - ■ 

Yes, let's imagine ourselves In a similar 
circumstance, but only foi- the purpose of 
vowing solemnly that no'powc'r-thlrsty ma- 
" nlac will ever subject us to such humiliation.
